THE HYDE PARK DEMONSTRATION. 


Ip. m.—The day appointed for the great 
demonstration in London against the Irish co- 
ercion bill, now before the House of Com- 
mons, opened brilliantly, the weather 
being balmy and the sun shining brightly. 
Vast crowds of people are marching 
towards Hyde Park, where the meetings 
are to be held, from every district of 
London with bands, banners and carriages 
filled with leaders in the day’s exercises. The 
utmost enthusiasm prevails in the great 
throngs. Many ofthe banners exhibited bore 
portraits of Mr. Gladstone, Michael Davitt 
and Father Keller and the inscription: 
Justice for Ireland. Fourteen platforms 
for the use of orators have been 
erected in Hyde Park and occupy the whole 
frontage facing the fashionable Park Lane. 
All those taking partin the procession, from 
the East to the West end of London, wear 
green rosettes to imitate the Irish emblem— 
the shamrock. A large force of police is held 
in reserve for an emergency. 

AN IMMENSE, BUT ORDERLY GATHERING. 

The gathering in Hyde Park this afternoon 
was the largest ever held in London. The 
people were enthusiastic, but orderly. A mo- 
tion protesting against the coercion Dill 
was offered simultaneously from. the 
fourteen platforms and carried amid great 
enthusiasm. The Socialists stole a march 
on the police and erected platforms from 
which several speakers delivered orations. 
They afterwards held a noisy meeting in 
Trafalgar Square. Mrs. Gladstone watched 
the anti-coercion procession from a window 
in Piccadilly, and was given an ovation by 
the men in line.

STANLEY’S EXPEDITION. 


The Contract With Tippoo Tib as Governor 
of Stanley Falls. 


LONDON, April 11.—The contract with Tippoo 
Tib made by Henry M. Stanley, the ex- 
plorer, in behalf of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium, provides that Tippoo Tib shall 
receive a salary of £360 yearly as Governor of 
Stanley Falis and shall be allowed to pursue 
legitimate trade any where he likes. He will, 
however, have to uphold the authority ofthe 
Congo Free State and appoint a deputy to fill 
his office during his absence from the Falls. 
This deputy, on the death of Tippoo Tib, shall 
succeed him as governor, provided King 
Leopold approves.

THE BUILDING TRADE COUNCIL,” 


_. Meeting of the Various Trades in Chicago— 
a % Stove-Molders’ Strike. 


CHICAGO, Hl., April 11.—The. third prelimin- 
‘ary meeting looking towards the formation of 
& consolidated building trade council was 
held yesterday afternoon. There were pres- 
dent representatives from the stone-cutters’, 
_., Carpenters’, painters’, plasterers’, derrick- 
men's, hod-carriers’, steam-fitters’, lath- 
: ers“, gas-fitters’, galvanized iron and cor- 
nicemen’s, stairbuilders’, and slaters’ un- 
fons. A constitution was adopted, and a 
permanent organization will be effected next 
Sunday. An attempt will be made to 
bring in the bricklayers’ and plumbers’ 
unions as well as other minor ones. The 
council will represent from 20,000 to 30,000 men 
and a general strike will be ordered in every 
Instance where a strike in a single shop can- 
not be won without doing so.It is highly prob- 
sable that the new council will take a hand in 
the carpenters’ strike in case it is not soon 
ended. Members of the council say the 
Strike of the carpenters will be the 
last one of any of the Chicago build- 
ing trades. They will get what they ask 


for without resorting toa strike. The consti- 
tution adopted yesterday is like the*one 
adopted N similar council in New York. The 
name will be the Amalgamated Building Trade 
Council of Cook County. Among other arti- 
cles in the constitution are the following: 

„All trade and labor societies represented 
in this council, when desirous of making a de- 
mand for either an advance in wages or an 
abridgement of the hours of labor shall, through 
their delegates,report the same to this council 
prior to the demand being made, when, if 
concurred in by a two-thirds vote of all soci- 
eties present at any stated meeting, the action 
shall be binding. This section shall not pre- 
vent ay society from acting on itsown re- 
sponsibility. 

On demand of a unos represented, a gen- 
eral strike shall be ordered to reinstate amem- 
ber or members who have struck and are re- 
fused employment on that job that was 
struck. 


A Switchmen’s Strike Settled. 


CHICAGO, April 11.—The Daily News’ Cen- 
tralia (III.) special says: Two weeks ago the 
Switcamen in the Illinoig Central Rail- 
road’s yard quit work because the 


company ordered the force reduced. They re- 
turned to work expecting to go outagain to- 
day, but the company ordered the same num- 
ber of men to be employed as heretofore, and 
the strike was averted. 


Stove-Molders Strike. 


CuIcaGo, III., April 11.—The stove-molders 
employed by the Collins & Burgies foundry 


quit work this morning. This, together with 
tne men who struck on Saturday, throws 600 
men out of work.

The Distinguished Patient Steadily Improv- 
ing—Dr. Byrnes’ Statement.

GIBson, I. T., April 11.—Mr. Blaine passed 
a easy and profitable night, waking only 
three times, on which occasions he took nour- 
ishmentin the shape of milk. This morning 
he was much rested, and had considerable 
appetite. He ate meat and swallowed the 
fiber, instead of ejecting it, as before. He 
has no fever whatever, and has had none since 
Saturday night. His pulse is 80 per minute, 
and respiration and temperature normal. The 
weather, which threatens rain, continues 
Warm and favorable to his recovery. He is 
fast regaining his strength and talks freely 
with his family, and the doctor says that all 
cause for alarm has disappeared. The doctor 
insists, however, on Mr. Biaine’s keeping his 
room for at least a week. 

IMPROVING. 

Mr. Blaine is pronounced by his physician 
to be still improving. He is disposed to be 
more quiet this morning than yesterday, a fact 
for which his physician accounts upon the 
theory thr it is a natural and not unfavorable 
reaction from his elation of the day before, 
He ate his breakfast with relish and took more 
solid food than atany former meal since his 
arrival here. He has passed the morning in 
quiet rest, and after a lunch of 
meat broth, he is sleeping quietly at this hour. 
The weather, which threatens rain,is mild end 
spring-like. Dr. Byrnes says that everything 
considered there could be no more favorable 
conditions, surroundings and attention for 
his distinguished patient.

~-}-MAYOR FRANCIS’ PREDICAMENT WITH BE-. 


GARD TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The Republican Members Scheming to Capt- 
ure Councilman Aug. Frank—Council- 
man Rohan and Duross on the fFence— 
Democrats in the House of Delegates 
Divided on the Speakership—The Hen- 
dricks Association—Local Political Gos- 
sip. 


The principal interest in local politics, just 
at present, centers in the City Council and the 


probability of the formation of a solid-seven 


combination to defeat the confirmation of the 
Mayor’s appointments. As stated in the Post- 
DIsPaTOH, Mr. Aug. Frank will 
not stand by the Mayor unless 
his appointees are above reproach and will 
not yote to confirm any ward politician whe 
may receive his appointment simply in pay- 
ment of political services rendered the Mayor 
in past contests. Among the probable 
appointees who ‘are classed under the 
latter head are Tom Cleary, Jerry 
Coakley, Billy Kunz and Joe Temple. 
Street Commissioner Turner would experience 
a hard etime pulling through because of his 
politics, and Gen. Stevenson is said to be bit- 
terly opposed by Ed Butler and his influential 
followers. That the Mayor has not made up 
his slate isthe opinion of some of his near- 
est friends, and, under the circumstances, 
they think he will not make up his mind 
finally about who to put on it until he sees his 
way clear of the muddle which the members 
of the Council are stirring up. 

This morning it was reported at the City 
Hall that Councilmen John J. Ganahl and 
Aug. Frank would not go into the Democratic 
caucus. That Ganahl should at this earty day 
exhibit the symptoms ofa kicker was a great 
surprise to many and the rumor was not gen- 


erally credited. It is a fact, however, that 
efforts are being made to keep Frank away 
from the caucus, but thus far he has given no 
encouragement to the Republicans who are 
endeavoring to persuade.him. 

Jan tell you this much, said a promi- 
nent Republican official to a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning; ‘‘Frank will be made 
Vice-President of the Council, and the posi- 
tion will be given to him in such away as not 
to place him under any obligation to the 
Mayor or the Mayor’s friends. In other 
words, if Frank will agree to vote with the 
Republicans on certain measures and appoint- 
ments, the Republicans, with the aid of a 
Democratic vote, will elevate him to the sec- 
ond place in the Council. 

Whatever truth there may be in these re- 
ports, it is quite evident that a great deal of 
wire-pulling is at the bottom of them, the 
ultimate object being to give the Republican 
minority a hold on the Mayor and help him in 
making a few of his appointments. Philip 
Rohan can always be counted upon to come 
promptly to the front against the Mayor at 
every turn, and with Frank doubtful and 
Duross ‘‘on the fence’’ the prospects are 
good fora lively tussle over the municipal 
patronage. 


The House of Delegates. 


The organization of the House of Delegates 
is puzzling more than one shrewd ward 
politician just at present. The Democrats, 
with a majority of four, are very much split up 


among themselves on the Speakership, and 
the indicationg are that no caucus nomina- 
tions will be made. Tom Wand, who has 
already developed some strength as the 
recognized lieutenant of Judge E. A. Noonan, 
has declared against Mr. Jas. Bannerman 
and says: Jim won't do. He's a nice man, 
but he wen’t be Speaker.’’ Tom don’t want 
it himself, and Jim Sullivan of the Fourteenth 
Ward denies that he is a candidate. This 
morning some of the Republican members, 
Peter Gundlach among them, wanted to know 
What's the matter with Patrick Monahan for 
Speaker?’’ Monahan was a member of the 
last House. His friends are making an 
active canvass for him. For the Chief 
Clerkship, Joe Judge, ex-Chairman.of the 
Democratic Oity Central Committee, 
is the candidate of the Wand faction, and in 
consequence he is bitterly opposed by the 
friends of Ed Butler. Joe says: Butler has 
only got two members ofthe House anyway, 
and whatdothey amount to? I’ve got six 
Republicans who will vote for me in the 
event that the Democrats do not hold a cau- 
cus and the field is left open to everybody. 
Butler’s candidate is Thos. Barrett, assistant 
clerk in Barney Taafe’s office. Doc J. 
Hornsby is sort of laying around loose on the 
outside—the friend ofall factions and wait- 
ing to be picked up asacompromise candi- 
date. 

The Republican members are apparently 
taking very little interest in the organization 
of the House and will hold no caucus. 


The Hendricks Association. 


The Hendricks Association andthe Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee, Ed. Butler chair- 
man, will meet at 8 o’clock this evening, Ac- 
cording to Mr. John W. O'Connell, the asso- 
ciation will inquire into the registration revis- 
ion by Recorder of Voters Williams, and the 
Board of Registration reviewers, and ifan 
action can be sustained, the matter will prob- 
ably be taken into the courts. Provision will 
also be made for reinstatement of all names 
stricken off of the poll-books. The campaign 
committee will close up the financial end of 
the canvass and attend to any other business 
which may come up. 


The Congressional Districts. 


Prominent Republican politicians are dis- 
cussing the advisability of requesting the Guv- 
ernor to direct the attention of the Legislature 
at the extra session to the necessity of redis- 
tricting the city Uongressional districts in 
conformity with the new ward boundaries. It 
is probable that a meeting will be held shortly 
and a committee appointed to go to Jefferson 
City and urge the matter before Gov. Marma- 
duke.

The Commissioner looks like a man who 
would and could stir up a country 
audience to a high itch of .en- 
thusiasm and even entertain a politically 
interested crowd of city folk. He is on the 
wrong side of his prime by a year or two, but 
is robust and stands erect. His hair and 
whiskers are iron gray. In his room at the 
hotel there was a continued stream of 
visitors this morning. The object of his visit 
to St. Louis is to open the bids for subsistence 
supplies that have been filed at the office of 
the Indian Department, established recently 
in St. Louis through the exertions of a large 
number of the business men of the city. 

Among the visitors was C.C. Rainwater, 
with whom the Commissioner, who had met 
him in Washington, chatted freely. E. F. 
Kelly, secre of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Transportation Committee, was present. 
ou see before you,“ he said to the 
Commissioner, pointing to Mr. Rainwater, 
„the author of all your trouble. He was the 
instigator of the application for the location of 
the Indian Bureau at St. Louis. 

„% And St. Louis got it, said the Commis- 
sioner, as if the fact pleased him. 

Nou were very patient listening to us all, 
Mr. Rainwater, remarked, not to be out- 


done. 

„Well, it can’t be sald, answered the Com- 
missioner, ‘‘that I decided the question with- 
out due consideration of all the facts. 
St. Louls was the best place for the 
location of the bureau, and 80 
it is here. The next thing is, are the 
merchants going to keep it here. I tell you 
Very plainly that if I am not satisfied with the 
bids to-morrow, Ishali make no contracts at 
all, but shall readvertise andthe bids will be 
opened in Washington. I open bids for cloth- 
ing and utensils in New York next week.’’ 

„There is one thing that bothers our mer- 
chants somewhat,’’ Mr. Rainwater said, ‘‘and 
that is the red tape which surrounds this 


bidding. 

„Fes, yes, I know, Mr. Atkins replied, 
**but we have to have that red tape. all 
holders of officé were honest and all business 
men were honest, we would not need 
these checks, but all holders ofoffice are 
neither honest nor competent and 80 
we must have checks. You call those 
ehecks redtape. They make business cum- 
bersome sometimes, but are necessary. This 
transportation business. I’m afraid the bias 
won't be satisfactory. Of course we can’t tell. 
There's no knowing what effect the interstate 
commerce bill will have. Perhaps 
the contractors will be induced 
to higher on that account. 
I should like to see this new venture, the 
establishment of an office in St., Louis, suc- 
cessful. New York has had it all the time, and 
if the business men out here want it there is 
no reason why they should not have it. 

There will be a number of bids sent to New 
York by St. Louis men, said Mr. Rainwater. 

The Commissioner talked freely with every 
person who called, and there were dozens of 
callers. He will open to-morrow afternoon 
over one hundred and eighty bids, that 
number having been filed up to-day. 
It is thought 200 bids will 
sent to New York for clothing and utensil sup- 
plies. The gentiemen who promoted the es- 
tablishment of the bureau in St. Louis are 
anxious thata large numberof bids shall be 
filed here in order that the entire Indian sup- 
ply business may be eventually concentrated 
at this point. That would mean an addition of 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 to the yearly 
trade of the city.

ABANDONING MAIN STREET. 


The Merchants’ Terminal Company Change 
Their Reute to Commercial Street. 


The incorporators of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Company 
startied the Main street property owners 
to-day by formally notifying them 
that they had abandoned the idea of 
aking Main street as a route for 
he terminairoad. Mr. Cobb, the president 
of the company, stated to the gentlemen who 
represented the Main street property holders, 


that the serious 9 to 
the bill manifested y them in 
the last House of Delegates had 
determined the company to seek some other 
route. He stated that he would take an en- 
gineer over Commercial street with him to 
examine it with aview to substituting Com- 
mercial for Main street in the billto be intro- 
duced in the next Municipal Assembly. 
MAYOR FRAXCIS, 

one of the directors of the Terminal Company, 
said in answer to a query this afternoon: ‘‘As 
I understand it, the company has determined 
to abandon that — of Main street which 
lies south of Biddle street along the proposed 
route. 

This is the portion ot the route along which 
it was provided in the amendment we were 
willing to accept that the consent of the 
property-owners should be obtained before 
we constructed our road. 

‘Has the company decided upon any other 
oute?’’ 

No; I believe that is to be decided on 
Wednesday next.’’ . 

JOHN D. PERRY, 

Another of the incorporators, said this after- 
noon: ‘‘Our idea is to abandondon Main 
street south of Biddle street, taking 
Commercial street or the Levee instead. 
We expect to condemn the property 
in some block, between Main and Commercial. 
and running across it diagonally to reach Com- 
mercial street on an elevated road twelve feet 
above, the street level. This elevated 
road will proceed down Commercial street 
and perhaps connect with the roads in the 
Mill Creek Valley. Ifalong the route it is de- 
sired to connect with Main street a switch 
from the elevated road will strike the level of 
that street. 

„The height of Main above Commercial 
street is not very great at Plum street.’’ 

‘*T believe not. The road might come to a 
level there. But these are details which it 
will require a pee engineer to work out. 
The general idea is to meet,if possible, the 
objections ofthe Main street property-hold- 
ers. 

PROPERTY OWNERS SATISFIED. 

The Main street property owners are very 
well satisfied with this new ts ex- 
cepting perhaps those who own prop 
erty above Biddle street. It is 
not thought there will be very serious objec- 
tion from the property owners on Commercial 
street, for much of the property east will 

robably have to be condemned and none of 
tis very valuable.

- Wasnineton, D. O., April 11.—A prominent 
West Virginia Democratic politician, friendly 
to Senator Camden, says Mr. Camden is se- 
cretly making a desperate effort to secure the 
five votes necessary to re-elect himself. The 
Legislature is soon to reconvene to pass the 
neglected appropriation, bills. The issue will 
come up on the question of protracting the 
session long enough to resume balloting for 
Senator. This particular friend ot Mr. Cam- 
den says the outlook is rather dubious for Mr. 
Camden, though he deserves aré-election on 
account of his services to the State in bringing 
in foreign capital to develop its industries. 
The Senator’s only argument with the Repub- 
lican members is that Gov. Wilson’s ap- 
pointee, D. B. Lucas, is a free trader, and that 
his own re-election will insure a high protec- 
tion vote in his place. Republican leaders are 
actually representing, however, that the Sen- 
ate is absolutely safe for any proposition in- 
volving the question of protection. They are 
pointing tosuch Democratic Senators as Mc- 
Pherson of New Jersey, Gorman of Maryland, 
Brown of Georgia, Eustis and Gibson of Louis- 
lana and Kenna of West Virginia as a guaran- 
tee that the interesta of protection will 
not suffer, notwithstanding the presence 


of Mr. Lucas in the Senate and the final de- 
featof Mr. Camden. Mr. Camden’s friends 
intimate that the Senator is getting very mad 
about it,and may go to either greater in- 
difference or unexpected zeal in the contest. 
A letter received here a day or two ago from 
Mr. Camden’s friend says the situation is con- 
fidently expected to remain as it now stands 
until his means the defeat of Mr. Cam- 
den. Altogether the outlook ofthe corpora- 
tion Senator from West Virginia is not encour- 
aging. The commercial prospect ofthe can- 
vass places the matter in doubt, 


BOYCOTTING BANDALI. 


Opposition to His Reappointment to the 
Committee on Appropriations.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 11l.—From present 
indications an effort will be made to prevent 
Mr. Randall from becoming chairman of the 
Committee On Appropriations in the next Con- 
gress. e opposition to Mr. Randall will 
come largely from the Western. members, 
who, in a measure, are anxious to have him 
deprived of any power because of his posi- 


tion on the tariff question. In addition 
to this, however, there are a great 
many members who -will be opposed 
to Mr. Randall because of his management 
of the appropriation bills in the last Congress. 
There are members who bave gone so far as 
to say that unless Mr. Carlisle will first prom- 
ise to not give Mr. Randall the chairmanship 
they will refuse so support Mr. Carlisle for the 
Speakership, By this proposed boycott sys- 
tem they hope to rob Mr. dall of all future 
power in the House. Other members are more 
discreet, and take the position that when 
the time comes for the formation of the 
committees, members in all probability will 
be more interested in being assigned to com- 
mittees of thelr own choice than in seeing Mr. 
Randall subjugated to the position of a pri- 
vate. Itissaidhy the friends of Mr. Randall 
thatthe Speaker cannot afford to show Mr. 
Randall the discourtesy of refusing to give him 
his old place atthe head of the Appropriation 
Committee, for by doing so he would create a 
division of the party.

wers gathered there engaged in 
the pleasures of Easter-egg rolling, a custom 
which has prevailed in this city for ever so 
long. The participants were of all ages, 
sizes and conditions of life, from the 
pampered child of luxury with her French 
nurse, to the poor black pickanniny with bare 
feet. All had eggs, boiled and dyed, and 
made the airring with their happy shouts 
and merry laughter, as they rolled their eggs 
and themselves down the grassy knolls and 
chased each other across the lawns. The Presi- 
dent enjoyed the spectacie very much. His 
office window opened merging | over the scene, 
and he frequently paused in his work to gaze 
upon it. Mrs. Cleveland spent the morning at 
her country home, anc so failed to see 
the children play.

THE PRESIDENT’S SELECTIONS FOR THE 
PACIFIC COMMISSION CRITICISED. 


Ex-Gev. Pattison on the Work of the Com- 
mission—The Pennsylvanian’s Career— 
Judge Littler’s Appointment Credited to 
Ex-Congressman Wm. R. Morrison—E. 
E. Anderson, One of the Commissioners, 
Has an Interview With the President.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—A great deal 
ot surprise has been expressed here at the 
President’s selection of ex-Gov. Pattison of 
Pennsylvania, E. L. Anderson of New York 
and D. L. Littler ot Illinois as the commission 
to investigate the Pacific Railroads. It was 
supposed the commission would have been 
made up of persons having some knowledge of 
of the methods employed by the railroads in. 
carrying on their business with the Govern- 
ment. It was generally eee that Judge 
Littler of Illinois was to gO upon the commis- 
sion at the request of Senator Cullom, who 
failed to name one of the Interstate Commis- 
sioners. Naturally, the appointment of 
e6x-Gov. Pattison and Mr. Anderson was re- 
ceived with a great deal of surprise, and 
many have indulged in “somewhat severe 
criticism on the selections, chiefly because of 
their lack of knowledge of the question with 
which they are to deal.

PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—The announce- 
ment of ex-Gov. Pattison’s appointment gave 
entire satisfaction in this city. There is 
plenty of work ahead of us, said the ex-

commission I cannot say, for really I don’t 
know the name of the third member, having 
but told Mr. Cleveland yesterday of my de- 
termination to accept the appointment. The 
affairs of these railroads will be absolutely 
known now and the constant bickerings of 
Congressional committees will be done away 
with.

The old ring was 
in power in Philadelphia, and the Comptroller 
was the principal check upon its corruption. 
Mr. Pattison so exercised his powers that in 
1880 he beat a very respectable candidate for 
the same office by fourteen majority, although 
Garfield’s majority was more than 20, 000. 
During his second term as Comptroller a

now about This was in 
the accounts of the notorious Gas Trust Com- 
pany, which he had to audit after the reform 
councils investigated that body. Mr. Pattison 
was elected Governor in 1882 by an independ- 
ent bolt in the Republican party. During his 
four years’ term he alienated most of the 
managers of his party by his impolitic course, 
and decidedly handicapped his administration 
at the start by holding the legislature in extra 
session for nearly six months on a hopeless 
apportionment fight. It has been expected 
that Mr. Pattison would be 223 a somewhat 
higher office by the administration, and but 
few thought oe so well suited to him would 
out.

RAYMOND DEAD, 


The Famous Comedian Closes the Last Act 
of His Life. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 11.—The Sunday de- 
votions of this city were sadly broken in upon 
yesterday by the death of John T. Raymond, 
the actor, which occurred at an early hour of 
the Sabbath. He had been suffering from heart 
trouble for years, and his death resulted 
directly from pericarditis, with fibrinous effu- 
sion, with congestion of the lungs. Raymond 
played at Hopkinsville, Ky.,Thursday night, but 


wasthen so ill that he could. only stagger 
through the acts. At the close of the per- 
formance the nervous tension which had sus- 
tained him relaxed, and he became completely 
prostrated. On tig oes this place iday 
afternoon he went straight to bed in utter 
collapse, and sunk rapidly tilltheend. The 
death-bed scene was very affecting. Although 
no relatives were present, the members 
of the company with whom he was 
a general favorite and had traveled so long. 
gathered around his couch and sorrowfully 
watched his brilliant life come to a close. 
Mrs. Raymond who was in New York was 
notified of her husband’s death and was over- 
whelmed with grief.

An Organization ‘With Ramifications All 
Along the Line—Nearly Sixty Conduc- 
ters, Brakemen and Other Train Hands 
Lodged in Jail Arrest Begun at Mid- 
night stin Being Made at Various 
Points—The Stolen Property Valued at 
$300,000. . 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April ll.—Tae most impor- 
tant arrests made in this part ofthe country 
were begun at an early hour this morning. 
They will not be completed before late this 
afternoon, and at that time the officers of the 
Panhandle Railroad will have in custody the 
most daring gang of robbers this 
country has ever known. How many members 
belong to it are not known, dut they run up 
into the hundreds. Their stealings ex- 
tended over a period of two or 
three years and the amount stolen reaches 
nearly $600,000. Simultaneous arrests were 
made all along the line of the Pan-handle 
road between here and Columbus. Warrants 
have been in the hands of officers for some 
time, and the persons arrested will comprise 
nearly the entire freight men of the line. They 
include the conductors, brakemen, engineers 
and firemen. The ring-leaders of the gang are 
outside the railroad business, are known and 
some of them are now believed to be under ar- 
rest. 

THE ARRESTS. 

The first arrests were made about 2 o’clock 
this morning, the police surprising eignteen 
men at their boarding-houses. The men were 
taken atonce to the jall. Furtherarrests were 
made between 2 o’clock and daylight, when 
forty-six mon, all railroad employes, con- 
ductors, brakemen, firemen and engineers, 
were behind the bars. In speaking of the 
arrests a prominent officer of the Panhandle 
road said: ‘‘For three years past the Pan- 
handle road has been systematically robbed. 
Cars on sidings and cars in moving 
trains were broken open and goods stolen, 
including every description of merchandise. 
It is estimated that at least $300,000 worth of 
goods were taken, for which the company had 
to pay. In August last we got a clue, and the 
company determined to push it to the end. 
Detectives were employed who followed up 
every scent, and finally we had the information 
upon which to proceed. When everything was 
ready we decided to make a move ali along 
the line from Columbus to Pittsburg, and 2 
o’clock this morning was fixed to strike the 
blow. 

ABOUT EIGHTY WARRANTS 

were issued for men in Pittsburg. I can’t tell 
how many for other places, Dut it was at every 
point along the line; it will run up in the 
hundreds. It is the biggest thing of the kind 
that ever happened in Pittsburg, or in rail- 
road matters in the world, for nothing like it 
has ever happened before, I cannot tell who 
the men are under arrest, or who the ring - 
leaders are. This much I will say, however, 
we suspect outsiders of being implicated in 
the robberies, Dut know nothing positive.’’ 

Among those arrested was a man named 
Baker, against whom there are thirty-eight 
charges. Early one morning some months 
ago, at Sheridan station, near this city, a train 
was stopped for water. An attack was made 
on the crew andin the fight the fireman was 
shot. He afterwards died from his injuries. 
At daybreak it was found that two cars had been 
broken open and their contents stolen. Baker 
is accused of flring the shot that killed the fire- 
man, and this is understood to be one of the 
thirty-eight chargés against him. 

STATEMENT OF THE COMPANY'S ATTORNEY. 

John H. Hampton, Esq., attorney for the 
Pennsylvania Company, was seen this morn- 
ing in the office of the detective agency, 
where, sitting amid a heterogenous collec- 


tion of the plunder, he said: These 
robberies have deen carried on sys- 
tematically for several years. The com- 


pany have long been aware that there 
was a leakage somewhere, and as early as 
September 1886, they quietly commenced:in- 
vestigations. Detectives were placed on 
trains where the goods could be watched and 
the thieves caught. We had already dis- 


covered that the culprits were em- 
ployes of the company. In September 
there were eighty crews of freight 


trains on the Panhandle Railroad coming 


into Pittsburg. Of these eighty crews, no less 
than seventy-five were crooked. A crew con- 
sists of a conductor, fagman and two brake- 
men. In some cases all the men were in- 
volved;in others only apart. The statement 
that the engineers and firemen were mixed up 
in the robbery is wrong, not a single one 
is involved. The goods were obtained 
by the thieves in various ways. In many in- 
stances the seals were broken, while in others 
hatchets were used to cut a hole in the end of 
the car through which the men could crawl 
and take what they coveted. Then they re- 
ported the car in bad condition claiming that

erations were all 
THE RESULT OF A COMBINATION. 
„Arrangements were carefully made and 
each rascal was assigned to his particular part 
of the work in much the same way as a bank 
robbery is conducted by professional cracks- 
men. I do not know that the members of the 
combination were oath-bound or any- 
thing of that kind, but it ig certain 
that a thorough understanding existed 
among them and they acted in concert 
to cover each others’ misdoings. A thing 
which alarmed us more than any thing else, 
was that they stole large quantities of whiskey 
and drank itin the cabooses. They needed 
vessels to hold the liquor, so they stole milk 
cans and kept it inthem. Not daring to 
keep whiskey openly onthe cars, they tore 
2 the flooring and hid it underneath. 
en were continually reported drunk on duty 
and the pega ee | of disaster was something 
frightful to coptemplate. All kinds of goods 
were stolen, cluding sewing machines, 
guns, revolvers, cutlery, silverware, cigars, 
lothing, liquors, eroceries, furniture, and, 
n fact, every imaginable article that can 
carried on a car, were quietly removed. 
The depredations were commi all along 
the road and the losers reside at points as far 
west as Denver, Colo. Fences were established 
in this city, where the stolen property was 
taken and then sold, the money being evenly 
divided among the crews. Itis impossible to 
give what the aggregate value of 1 
stolen is, but it will not reach $300,000, ~

EAST AND WEST. 


How the New Code is Regarded From 
Various Standpoints. 


A Pittsburg exchange says: The new rules, 
about which so much has been said ever since 
their adoption, have been givena very fair 
and impartial test by the numerous clubs of 
the country during the past week. One would 
naturally suppose thatthe number of games 
played so far would permit of adefinite con- 
clusion—either one way or the other—of their 


success or failure. But not so. The opinions 
expressed regarding them are as dissimilar as 


the variegated colors of a rainbow. 
Eastern writers, as a rule, are 
uncertain as pet what effect th ey 


Will have on the playing of the game, and give 
various reasons for this belief. They seem to 
think that the rules have not been strictly en- 
forced in the exhibition games, which conse- 
quently prevents afair estimate oftheir worth. 
From another source comes a complaint that 
the Committee on Rules made a mistake when 
they did not confine them to the pitchers. The 
universal sentiment in the West seems to be in 
favor of the new code, with the 
exception of the four-strike feature. 
The fault found with this change seems 
to be that it not only worries the pitcher to an 
unnecessary degree, but is bothersome to 
spectators and gives the batsman an unfair 
advantage. Quaker City base ball flends are 
averse to being put on record as for or against 
the ‘‘revised edition,’’ and prefer to wait 


till the opening of the championship 
season. They are of the opinion, how- 
ever, that with a person like Lon 


Knight as umpire, their practicability and 
improvement over former rules will be clearly 
demonstrated. Umpire Cuthbert has this 
early in the season been the subjectof faint 
— from St. Louis papers for his failure to

The Interstate Commerce Law Appealed to 
For Relief Against the Trunk Lines— 
Important Decision Under the First 
Clause — Indiana Coal Syndicate Pur- 
chases—An Excellent Showing of Earn- 
ings — Permit Case Decided — Railroad 
News. 


CHICAGO, April 11.—An Indianapolis, (Ind.) 
special says: On Saturday last the ticket agent 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad at Logansport, 
Ind., refused to self a party of twelve tickets 
to San Diego, reading over the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad, a Western connection of the Penn- 
sylivania Railroad lines, which the Pennsyl- 
vania Company has boycotted. He 
offered to sell the party tickets reading over 
a competing line of the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road. A representative of the Chicago & Alton 
will, this morning, go to Logansport, Ind., 
with instructions, should the Pennsylvania 
agent still refuse to sell the tickets via the 
Chicago & Alton line, to bring the matter be- 
fore the United States courts under the dis- 


crimination clause of the new law.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Deady Delivers an Opinion on the 
Interstate Commerce Law. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 11.—The decision of 
Judge Deady of the United States Circuit 
Court of Oregon on the scope of the Interstate 
commerce law is still all the talk in legal 
circles. The question arose from advice 
sought by the receiver of the Oregon & Cali- 
fornia Railroad Company as to freight shipped 
out of the State through the agency of 


Oregon Railway and Navagation Company’s 
steamers. The latter is an organization inde- 

endent of the first mentioned Company 

he railway company operates within 0 
State and the interstate character of its com- 
merce comes from its use of the steamers. 
The receiver made a particular point of the 
separate management of the rail and the boat 


lines. 

Judge Deady decided that section 1 of the 
interstate commerce law did not apply in that 
case, as it does not include any water e 
which is not used under a common control or 
arrangement with arailroad. The judge said: 
**So lon Dg as the railway and steamer are each 
operated under a separate and distinct con- 
trol, making its own rates and only liable for 
the carriage and safe delivery of the goods at 
the end of its own route, the act does not ap- 
ply to the transaction. * 


Railroad Permit Case Decided. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April AI. -A decision 
was rendered by the Supreme Court ot the 
United States to-day in the railroad per- 
mit case of Henry 8. Barron against 


George W. Burnside, Sheriff of Lynn County, 
Iowa, in error to the Supreme Court of that 
State. The question presented by the case is 
the validity of an actof the General Assem- 
roved April 6, 1886, entitled 
„An act requ ing foreign corporatibns 
to file their art A of incorporation 
with the Secretary of State, and imposing 
certain conditions upon such corporations 
transacting business in this State. The 
object of the act is to compel — 
corporations to take out a permit for the 
transaction of business within the State, and it 
is made a condition of the grauting of 
such a permit that the railroad company, 
if sued by a citizen of the State, shall not re- 
move the case to a Federal Court. This court, 
in an opinion by Justice Blatchford, holds that, 
as ths lowa statute makes the right to 
a permit dependent upon the surrender by the 
foreign corporation of a privilege secured to 
it by the Constitution and laws oi the United 
States, the statute is yoid. The 
judgment of the Supreme Court of Iowa is re- 
versed and the case remanded with directions 
to enter a judgment discharging the plaintiff 
in error from custod The corporation eon- 
cerned inthis caseis the Chicago & North 
western Railway Company.

THE HARD FATE OF A HINDOO BRIDE, 


Miseries Entailed by the Ea: >:rous Custom 
of Infant Marriage. 


From a Calcutta Letter. * 
Kukmibhai, the native lady whose 
wrongs aroused so general a feeling of 
sympathy in England and India, was 
married, according to Hindoo usage, at 
the age of II, to a youth some years her 
senior.

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| AMERICANS IN LONDON ASHAMED OF THEIR 


OWN COUNTRY. 


An Interesting Conversation Between an 
Englishman and a . Denationalized 
American — 4 Genuine Londoner“ 
The Haymarket Theater—Lady Colin 

| Campbell at the Theater — Tips and 

Gratitude. 


fag Telegraph to the Post-DISsPaTcH. 

_ New YORK, April 11.—Under date of March 
80, Mr. T. C. Crawford writes from London to 
the WORLD, asfollows: A great many more 
Americans come to London to stay than any 
other city in Europe. Paris used to be their 
favorite city. Nowthe tide has changed to 
London. During the days of the late French 
empire, Americans were made very welcome at 
Napoleon III.“s Court. The gayeties of his 
reign, andthe welcome given to Americans 
made the attractions which drew the crowd. 
Now Americans are better received in London 
than they have beenfor many years. It has 
been discovered by the practical business men 
of London that there are a great many 
rich people in America and that they spend 
their money freely. The English encourage- 
ment to Americans dates largely from the de- 
sire of the mercantile community to have 
American visitors come to London. One of 
the prominent editors of London said yester- 
day in conversation: ‘‘We are very glad to 
see Americans here. They go about and visit 
other countries much more than our people. 
I am glad to see that Englishmen are begin - 
ning to visit America more than they have. 
In the old days the education of a young En- 
glishman was not considered finished till he 
had made a trip to the Continent. Now his 
education is considered very imperfect if he 
has not made a tour of the States. The num- 
ber of Englishmen who visit America is not 
yet as greatas it should be. Americans who 
come here with any kind of letters of intro- 
duction are sure to be made most welcome. 
The climate here is at first depressing, but it 
is soon found to be an excellent working 
climate and an extremely healthful one.’’ 

MISREPRESENTING THEIR COUNTRY. 

Some of the Americans here who are the 
most conspicuous, do not represent in a com- 
plimentary way their own country. People 
who are ashamed of their own country, or 
who are disposed to go about apologiZing for 
it, belong to the class of people ashamed of 
their own families. I heard a conversation 
illustrating this type in front of the Haymar- 
ket Theater last night, between a denational- 
ized American and an Englishman, while we 
were waiting for the doors to be opened for the 
performance of Man and Wife.“ I did not 
know that the denationalized was an Ameri- 
can until he admitted the disgraceful fact 
with great depreciation and numerous 
apologies. He had the most exaggerated 
cockrey accent and employed the broadest a’s, 
where even ordinary Englishmen flat them, 
and used with great frequency the London 
colloguilisms. In the course of the conversa- 
tion the denationalized began to discuss Mrs. 
Potter and said: 

Some of these Americans are wonderfully 
clever, and this woman may make a hit.“ 

The Englishman replied ina sort of 
doubting way: ‘‘You speak of her as if she 
were a foreigner. Is she not a countrywoman 
of yours?’’ 

Tes, Iam American born; but I have been 
fifteen years away from my country and I 
have completely lost all my connections and 
acquaintance there. The greater part of the 
time I have lived in London. I believe to-day 
that I am more of a genuine Londoner than 
vou are. Iam such a devoted admirer of the 
English and their customs, and I have lived 
their life so long, that I often forget, unless 
remindtd of it by a question, that I am an 
American.’’ 

THE HAYMARKET THEATER.
